Tilt: Leafrtie ol Woman Voter has entered upon .i *ArgV task, 
A vast amount of Hormonal and public work will be required I » 
cnnvtace tho American people that the debts of th'- alli«*R ottyht to 
lie cancelled. 
An equally l a w amount of effort will be nm !cd to 
convince the people of the United S’ate that disarmamnt la desir­ 
able and, if desirable, posaibfe. 
Idealists conceive of the people generally as favoring disar­ 
mament bnf facts are against such a conception of the peoples will. 
There are very few leaders who go so far as to say that war is a 
wrong that ( annot be excused by Any possible set of circumstance*. 
While Americans were Insisting that our government’* polity must 
be based on “Peace at any price,’* Germany did 
not share 
our 
views and kept on destroying one citizens on the' high seas. 
Sen­ 
timent in this country was reversed. 
We Went to war. 
And the 
moat of our people toelievi that we* Were abundantly juatii'u d in so 
boing. 
Our citizens will ask wha! America’s position is to be 
in 
a 
world of re duced armaments. Of course, if Knrope would disarm 
in lieu of Cancellation of debts, while America continued thor.High­ 
ly armed, We would have an advantage. 
But it is not likely that 
Europe would disarm unless America propertionately reduced its 
armaments. 
Again, unless our own armaments were reduced we 
would continue our large expenditures for armament and vv mid 
gain no economic advantage 
Our only advantage would lie in our 
superior strength—a strength that would bot be needed against 
disarmed nations. 
The whole question resolves itself into this. 
Is our idealism 
equal to the task of carrying the loss that would fcauli from can­ 
celling Kurpoe’s debts? There are two possible impulses that may­ 
be strong enough to gain an end. One of these is idealism and the 
other economic advantage. 
Advocates of prohibition did not put 
across their program by the use of idealistic appeal. 
It won out 
because of the stressing of the economic advantage that would ac­ 
crue if liquor was outlawed. Opponents of prohibition attempted 
to meet such arguments by showing that taxation would 
be 
in­ 
creased when the revenues from liquor licenses were 
not 
forth­ 
coming. It was not until the champions of th** movement against 
liquor had convinced the people that their pockets waul I not suffer 
I jut gain that the campaign was a success. 
lf economic advantage is strong enough to carry tho bien! the 
ideal may be attained. People gcnornlh nee the evil 
of war as 
they saw the evil of the saloon, but As ac momfc art va ii ape h in to 
be demonstrated before tile saloon was outlawed, such advantage 
will have to Im proved before the American people demand a war­ 
less world. The ideal is not strong enough to carry economic dis­ 
advantage. 
And unless our armaments are so 
vastly 
reduced, 
through cor responding reductions in Europe, that we will save 
large expenditures on armaments, the people of the Toited Slates 
ere going to ask what this ('(Minify is to receive bi return for can­ 
celling the debts of the allies. 
The {adits have taken upon themselves a laige task—a task 
that will never be realized so lone- as human nature is what it is. 
Hut in proceeding with their work the,, are .helping t > shape hu­ 
man nature far the day when war shall be no more because its fu- 
t lily has liven abundantly demonstrated.

Sen­ 
timent in this country was reversed. 
We went to war. 
And the 
most of our people believe that we were Abundantly justified in so 
doing. 
Our citizens will ask what Am erica’s position is to be 
in 
a 
world of reduced arm aments. 
Of course, if Europe would disarm 
in lieu of cancellation of debts, while America continued thorough­ 
ly armed, we would have an advantage. 
But it is not likely that 
Europe would disarm unless America proportionately reduced its 
armaments. 
Again, unless our own arm am en ts were reduced we 
would continue our large expenditures for arm am en t and would 
gain no economic advantage. Our only advantage would lie in our 
superior strength— a strength that would not be needed against 
disarmed nations. 
The whole question resolves itself into this. 
Is our idealism 
equal to the task' of carrying the loss th a t would result from can­ 
celling E urpoe’s debts? There are two possible impulses th at may 
be strong enough to gjnn an end. One of these is idealism and the 
other economic advantage. 
Advocates of prohibition did not put 
across their program by the use of idealistic appeal. 
II won out 
because of the stressing of the economic advantage that would ac­ 
crue if liquor was outlawed. 
Opponents of prohibition attempted 
to meet such argum ents by showing that taxation would

large expenditures on armaments, the people of the United States 
are going to ask what this country is to receive in return for can­ 
celling the debts of the allies.
